2 Narberth Bridges 

Letter Sent To Pennsylvania Railroad^ 
Says They Are Safety Hazards; 
Listed As Post War Projects 

Removal of safety hazards and improvement of two rail- 
road bridges in Narberth and one in Ardmore has been asked 
by the Community Health and Civic Association of Ardmore. 



A copy of the letter the associa-f 
tion sent to Martin W. Clement, 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, was read at a 
meeting of Narberth Borough 
Council Monday night. After 
discussion the letter was referred 
to the highway committee of 
which Walter Fox is chairman. 

The same letter was presented 
to Lower Merion commissioners at 
their meeting Wednesday night. 
The township commissioners held 
it under advisement. 

In Narberth the association 
asks improvement of the Rock- 
land Ave. and the Narberth Ave. 
bridges. Part of the Rockland 
Ave. bridge is in Lower Merion 
Township. In Lower Merion the 
association is referring to the 
Church Rd. bridge, a direct route 
to the Senior and Junior High 
School. 

Action on the improvements was 
taken by the regional planning 
and zoning committee of the civic 
group on October 26. 

The letter cited traffic hazards 
at all three bridges, which are 
used frequently by school children 
as well as automobiles. They 
asked that all the bridges be 
widened and the approaches 
straightened. 

Markley Stevenson, president of 
the civic group, noted that im- 
provement of the Narberth Ave. 
bridge would be costly because 
property condemnation would be ! 
involved. 

The three bridges are listed on 
the post war plans of the borough ! 
and township if Federal and State 
aid are available after the war. 

Even if money is available, the 
municipalities will have to obtain 
the cooperation of the Railroad 
Company if the projects are real- 
ized. 

At the Monday night meeting of 
the Borough Council It was re- 
ported that nine building permits 
had been issued during the past 
month at a cost of $2730. ■ 

Four stop sign violations and 
two parking violations were re- 
ported for October by Franklin C. 
Hutchinson, chairman of the 
public safety committee. 

Robert Cameron, chairman of 
the water, light and health com- 
mittee, reported that nine garbage 
complaints had been received in 
October.

Vote On Close U. S. Senate Race Is In 
Doubt; 254 Straight Democratic 
Ballots, But Myers Only Gets 166 

Possibility of a petition asking opening of the ballot box 
for the First District of Narberth existed this week as the 
official count of the General Election failed to change what 
is considered a glaring error in the election returns. 

■f The unofficial return compiled 
Election Night showed a vote in 
that district of 166 votes for Fran- 
cis J. Myers, Democratic 'candi- 
date for U. S. Senator and 619 
votes for his Republican opponent, 
U. S. Senator James J. Davis. 

At the same time the unofficial 
returns showed 281 votes for 
Roosevelt; 622 for Dewey; 261 for 
Charles A. Jones. Dem. and 627 
for Howard W. Hughes. Rep., can- 
didates for Superior Court; 258 
for Marvin B. Brunner. Dem.. and 
629 for Samuel K. McConnell, Jr., 
Rep., candidates for Congress; 
260 for Ramsey S. Black. Dem., 
625 for Edgar W. Baird. Jr., Rep., 
for State Treasurer: 627 for F. 
Clair Ross and 261 for Chester H. 
Rhodes. Democrats and 620 and 
618 respectively for Arthur H. 
James and J. Frank Graff, candi- 
dates for Supreme Court: 264 for 
G. Harold Wagner. Dem., and 622 
for G. Harold Watkins. Rep., can- 
didates for Auditor General: 263 
for Frank A. Keegan, Dem. and 
624 for Lambert Cadwalader, Rep., 
candidates for Legislature in the 
first Legislative District. 

Official returns of the Official 
Tabulating Board failed to change 
these figures. An error is obvi- 
ous, however, in view of the fact 
254 straight Democratic ballots 
were cast there on Tuesday. 

Democrats are primarily inter- 
ested in the matter because they 
feel it is through an error that 
Myers has been robbed of at least 
100 votes. They feel that he ran 
at least as high as all other Dem- 
ocratic candidates, all of which 
ran around the 266 figure and they 
are of the opinion Myers' figure 
should be 266 instead of 166 as 
shown in the official and unoffi- 
cial returns. 

Granting that there may have 
been some "cutting" of Myers in 
that area, this Is not reflected in 
the vote for Senator Davis whose 
total is on a par with other Re- 
publican candidates on the ticket. ■ 
If there were voters who cut 
Myers'for Davis" resulting in a loss 
of 100 votes for Myers there is 
every reason to believe that Davis' 
vote would be higher than the re- 
turns show. 

From persons connected with 
the Election Board, however, it 
was learned there were only 50 
split tickets cast there and some 
of these were for Myers as a re- 
sult of Republican voters cutting 
Davis, which gives further weight 
to the contention that someone 
made a mistake in filing the re- 
turns. 

Because of the close fight be- 
tween Myers and Davis for the 
Senatorial post, and the possi- 
bility that the Military Ballot 
count may have a great bearing 
on just who is elected, both sides 
are anxious to get all the votes 
coming to them. In this case it 
is as of as much interest to Re- 
publicans as Democrats, for if the 
return is correct as to Myers and 
he did get only 166 votes there 
certainly must be more than 619 
for Davis, the observers point out.

List Projects That 
Are Supported 
With Money 

Lower Merion and Narberth will 
join the rest of the Nation Mon- 
day when the 38th annual Christ- 
mas Seal Sale for the prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis is launch- 
ed. The Seal Sale for this dis- 
trict is under the sponsorship of 
the Community Health and Civic 
Association. Ardmore. with Frank 
C. Royer as chairman. 

Some of the projects which are 
supported in this district by the 
money which will be raised in the 
sale are: 

Tuberculin testing and x-ray in 
the schools: case finding through 
home visiting; education concern- 
ing tuberculosis; bedside care of 
tuberculosis cases: and publicity 
which includes literature, posters 
and films which are shown in 
schools, clubs and other organ- 
izations. 

Ninety-five percent of the in- 
come from the sale remains in 
the state or territory where it is 
raised and five percent goes to 
the National association. The Seal 
Sale is the sole support of the 
year-round tuberculosis control 
work of the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association and its 1,700 af- 
filiated associations. 

This year's seal carries a mod- 
ernistic picture of a postman 
holding an envelope in his up- 
raised hand. The original was 
drawn by Spence Wildey. well 
known artist. The postman de- 
sign was selected in memory of 
Einar Holboell, Danish postal 
clerk who first had the idea of 
selling Christina's Seals. With the 
approval of postal authorities, the 
Seals were put on sale In post of- 
fices throughout Denmark 40 
vears ago this Christmas and 
three years later the idea was 
adopted in this country.
